Looking at Two Sides 
of the Deer Question 


Baby Samson 


The following article by George 
Miksch Sutton, associated w ith the 
state gam e commission, and well 
known in G ettysburg and Adams 
county, appearing in a recent issue 
of the Pennsylvania F arm er, deals 
fairly and squarely with the doer 
situation throughout the state. The 
article follows: 
“The Board of Game Commis­ 
sioners has spent m any a wretched 
hour this sum mer try in g to solve 
what is now quite properly called 
tho Pennsylvania Dear 
Problem. 
They hive so many 
groups 
of 
people to satisfy and 
so 
m any 
types of hunters to please that 
they fully realize both the difficulty 
of arriving at a decision 
which 
will be fair to all concerned, and 
the u tter impossibility of m aking 
move which will please every­ 
one equally. 
Have Farm ers In Mind 
“ All the while they have had the 
farm ers especially in mind; and in 
finally determ ining unon a general 
season on antlerless deer they have 
hoped th at so m any of the animals 
would be taken from some sections 
♦hat cause for complaint on ac­ 
count of deer dam age will he re- 
moved. 
W henever we become dis­ 
heartened about this problem we 
must recall the uninteresting (lays 
when there were no deer in Penn­ 
sylvania; and when we feel that 
we are overburdened with respon­ 
sibility for caring for a 
world- 
famous herd of wild animals, we 
m ay recall the m any states and 
countries wh'ch envy us because 
we have these graceful, if trouble­ 
some. wards. 
T hirty vears ago the 
app ear­ 
ance of a deer anywhere in P enn­ 
sylvania caused considerable com­ 
ment. 
Today it requires a herd 
of m any deer to excite much talk 
from anyone acquainted with our 
out-of-doors. 
Fifty-tw o deer were 
seen in one five.acre oats field at 
one time in Juniata County recent­ 
ly. 
Most of these were does and 
fawns. 
One m an counted over IOO 
animals from his porch— all a t the 
same time, ion his farm . 
200.000 Deer In S tate

souled fashion to get a fine deer 
herd in this state; and he cannot 
help remembering th a t our rep­ 
utation as a

Farm ers Ask for Help 
“Nevertheless the 
farm er 
has 
had to ask for help in solving his 
deer damage problems. 
To bring 
about a decimation of deer in the 
districts where the anim als were 
doing great damage, doe seasons 
were declared—even in spite of 
much criticism on the p a rt of hunt­ 
ers who wanted all deer protected. 
Farm ers and their resident helpers 
were given thp privilege of shoot­ 
ing doe which were doing damage, 
and of retaining the venison for 
food. 
While this m easure doubt­ 
less aided in some ways the fa rm ­ 
ers usually found the deer rather 
difficult to shoot, 
and the dam age 
continued. 
“ While it is not fair that fa rm ­ 
ers should regard deer as the prop­ 
erty only of the sportsmen, it is, 
nevertheless, true th a t sportsmen 
are responsible for the increase of 
deer, in a large* measure, and for 
that reason they arc interested in 
seeing that the farm er does not suf- 
r*r as a result of the pres nee of 
such gam ■. 
“The payment of deer damage 
claims is a method of sett!om nt 
which has been widely suggested 
and discussed. 
There are several 
reasons why the paym ent of deer 
dam age claims is dangerous. 
“ First, it is almost impossible to 
determine just what the extent of 
deer dam age is. Farm ers cannot ex­ 
pect the state to reimburse them 
for poor crops which result from 
storms, improper soil, lack of rain, 
or insufficient care. 
Soil 
varies 
widely in different parts of a farm. 
If one section of a farm produces a 
poor buckwheat crop why should 
the deer be blamed for conditions 
caused by poor soil? 
And if deer 
damage a crop which is poor any­ 
way how can a proper idea of th« 
real damage be formed ? 
Open Reason Gives Control 
“ Furtherm ore, payment for dam ­ 
age done by deer would almost cer­ 
tainly lead to a deair'* to receive 
compensation for dam age done by 
skunks, foxes, robins, blackbirds, 
and so forth, which are bothersome
